So they appealed Judge Atwell’s decision to the three-judge Circuit 
Court at New Orleans. eee : 


One of the three, Judge Curtis L. Waller, agreed with J udge Atwell that 
the case should be dismissed. 


The other two members of the Circuit Court, Judge Joseph C. Hutcheso: 
Jr., and Judge Allen Cox, although saying the case should be tried, agre 
that the indictment was vague and contained many allegations which were 
inflammatory. 


They decided that Judge Atwell at Dallas should protect A&P from these 
inflammatory allegations and could order the anti-trustlawyers to supply 
the defendants with a bill of particulars. 


So. the case was back in Dallas again. 


Judge Atwell, carrying out the decision of the Cireuit Court, struck - 
out the inflammatory matter. 


He said that without this inflammatory and prejudicial matter the Grand 
Jury might never. have_returned the indictment.
